followi: pel 400 to 600 killed, many wounded; Essen 
80 killed, a large number wounded; Dresden 59 killed, 
several wounded; Essen 30 killed, 80 wounded; Hagen 
23 killed and many wounded, Frankfort, 20 killed and 
800 wounded.

The political situation in Germany today apparently was un- 


changed. A Berlin dispatch said that Dr. Wolfang Von Kapp 
and General Luttwitz had resigned as heads of the counter revo- 
lutioary government because of threats of workmen to proclaim 
a Soviet republic unless the dictator and his ministers withdrew 
immediately. There were indications that the Spartacan and 
the radical demerit had taken over the general strike and the 
general chaotic, condition of the country would easily give Soviet 
agitators control. 
Spartacan out-breaks already had been re- 


ported in Dresden, Munich and other south German cities. 
Re- 


ports of clashes between conservatives and radicals and sup- 
porters of the Ebert and von Kapp governments continued.

LONDON, March 17—The German revolution headed by Dr. 


Wolfgang Van Kapp was believed near its end today. Dis- 
patches said that Kapp, facing opposition on all sides and being 
deserted by many of his earlier supporters, has tendered his 
resignation. There was every indication that the action of 'the 
dictator was barely in time to avert wide spread civil strife. 
Scores of lives have already been sacrificed and hundreds of 
persons wounded. From 400 to 500 persons were killed in Kiel 
when a cruiser bombarded the city according to Berlin dis- 
patches to the Morning Post via Copenhagen. The cruiser 
opened fire when the Kapp group staged a demonstration the dis- 
patch said. Heavy loss of life was reported in other parts of the 
nation. Scores were reported to have been killed in clashes in 
Hamburg and Dresden. 
Interest today was centered on Stuttgart where the Ger- 


man national assembly was to meet today. General Maercker 
was to arrive in Stuttgart from Berlin with the terms of the 
revolutionary government. 
It was believed in official circles 


here today the Ebert government will continue its firm stand 
refusing negotiations with the revolutionary.

TAMPICO, Feb. 13—(By Mail)— 


Two sources of trouble confronted Al- 
lied interests in Tampico during the 
war. They were the Germans and 
the I. W. W. At many times it ap- 
peared they were one and the same. 
Petroleum was vital to the Allies' 
conduct of the war 
and German 


agents strived, with radicalism as a 
medium, to obstruct the flow pf oil 
through Allied channels. 


All that is history, but it is inter- 


esting today to observe the present 
status of the Germans and their for- 
mer ally; to note how they have farce 
since the capitulation on the western 
front. 
The Germans are stilt here, but the 


support of an imperial government 
has vanished and with it has gone a 
considerable amount of the 
Teuton 


self-assurance. All the Germans can 
hope t» do now—all they are trying 
to do—is to regain a bit of their old 
trade and their old prestige. 


The I. W. W. also is here. 
It is 


not always referred to with that de- 
signation. 
It is sometimes called 


the Communist party, or the Left 
Wing of Bolshevism. 
Under any 


name, however, its aims are the same. 
But the German backing has deserted 
the I.. W. W., and today the movement 
is neither German nor Mexican. Ra- 
ther it is an international organiza- 
tion, with a Russian-American play- 
inp the leading role. 


The German colony in Tampico, or 


its leaders, have just gained control 
of one "of the local newspapers. 
If 


the Germans achieve their aims thru 
this newspaper their cohqust will in 
deed have been cheaply bought, for 
it is reliably reported that they are 
paying but 300 pesos ($150) monthly 
to preach the story of the new Ger- 
man republic. Still, the Germans are 
not asking;f a whole lot tad their 
money. Their ' ambitions are more 
modest than in the old days.

The Germans seek to gain the pub- 


lication of news favorable to the Fa- 
therland, to impress upon the Mexi- 
cans that some day there will be a 
German trad* rvival and to record 
jermany's progress as a democracy; 
in short to recover German prestige 
to any extent possible. But the Ger- 
mans, as a trade menace or any other 
kind of menace are beings of the 
past. 


One more year of the war and Ger- 


man trade probably would have been 
wholly ruined. As it was, the enemy 
commerce was shattered beyond rec- 
ognition and the come-back will not 
be executed quickly. 
The Germans 


never entered the field of oil exploi- 
tation, but they were supreme in the 
hardwar business. As bankers, steam- 
ship agents and customs brokers they 
held further commercial advantages 
What Germans are doinj business 
here now are 
handling American 


goods. 


There is a strike on in Tampico 


now, a strike of mechanics, employed 
by the oil companies, who are de- 
manding an increase in wages which 
averages about 100 per cent. That 
recalls Germany's old friend, the I. 
W. W., spurned by Germany today be- 
cause the hour of service is past.

Maine last fall had its first open sea- 
son on moose in five years and it is 
the opinion of Willis E. Parsons, 
commissioner of fish and game, that 
another open season will just about 
exterminate all the moose in the 
Maine woods. 


"Moose had so increased in some 


counties," he says in his 
report, 


"where they had not been hunted for 
four years that they had become 
quite tame and appeared often in 
the settlements. But 
they fell an 


easy prey to the hunters who had 
them located months before the sea- 
son opened. 


"One more open season will ex- 


terminate the moose. OUT lakes and 
streams, when depleted can be re- 
stocked but when this monarch of the 
Maine woods disappears, he is gone 
forever." 


Deer hunters, according to his re- 


port, had a big season also. Resi- 
dents of the state took out 84.313 
licenses and non-residents received 
21557 permits. These hunters bagged

LONDON, March 17—The German revolution headed by Dr. 


Wolfgang Van Kapp was believed near its end today. Dis- 
patches said that Kapp, facing opposition on all sides and being 
deserted by many of his earlier supporters, has tendered his 
resignation. There was every indication that the action of 'the 
dictator was barely in time to avert wide spread civil strife. 
Scores of lives have already been sacrificed and hundreds of 
persons wounded. From 400 to 500 persons were killed in Kiel 
when a cruiser bombarded the city according to Berlin dis- 
patches to the Morning Post via Copenhagen. The cruiser 
opened fire when the Kapp group staged a demonstration the dis- 
patch said. Heavy loss of life was reported in other parts of the 
nation. Scores were reported to have been killed in clashes in 
Hamburg and Dresden. 
Interest today was centered on Stuttgart where the Ger- 


man national assembly was to meet today. General Maercker 
was to arrive in Stuttgart from Berlin with the terms of the 
revolutionary government.

help during these months. If he can- 
not obtain help other than that given 
him by his family his crops are to a 
large extent wasted, and the 
high 


cost of living goes on up. When the 
time comes that everybody is willing 
and anxious to produce more, and re- 
create less, the high cost of living and 
loafing and dying will be speedily 
.reduced.

TAMPICO, Feb. 13—(By Mail)— 


Two sources of trouble confronted Al- 
lied interests in Tampico during the 
war. They were the Germans and 
the I. W. W. At many times it ap- 
peared they were one and the same. 
Petroleum was vital to the Allies' 
conduct of the war 
and German 


agents strived, with radicalism as a 
medium, to obstruct the flow pf oil 
through Allied channels. 


All that is history, but it is inter- 


esting today to observe the present 
status of the Germans and their for- 
mer ally; to note how they have farce 
since the capitulation on the western 
front. 
The Germans are stilt here, but the 


support of an imperial government 
has vanished and with it has gone a 
considerable amount of the 
Teuton 


self-assurance. All the Germans can 
hope t» do now—all they are trying 
to do—is to regain a bit of their old 
trade and their old prestige. 


The I. W. W. also is here. 
It is 


not always referred to with that de- 
signation. 
It is sometimes called 


the Communist party, or the Left 
Wing of Bolshevism. 
Under any 


name, however, its aims are the same. 
But the German backing has deserted 
the I.. W. W., and today the movement 
is neither German nor Mexican. Ra- 
ther it is an international organiza- 
tion, with a Russian-American play- 
inp the leading role. 


The German colony in Tampico, or 


its leaders, have just gained control 
of one "of the local newspapers. 
If 


the Germans achieve their aims thru 
this newspaper their cohqust will in 
deed have been cheaply bought, for 
it is reliably reported that they are 
paying but 300 pesos ($150) monthly 
to preach the story of the new Ger- 
man republic. Still, the Germans are 
not asking;f a whole lot tad their 
money. Their ' ambitions are more 
modest than in the old days.

The Germans seek to gain the pub- 


lication of news favorable to the Fa- 
therland, to impress upon the Mexi- 
cans that some day there will be a 
German trad* rvival and to record 
jermany's progress as a democracy; 
in short to recover German prestige 
to any extent possible. But the Ger- 
mans, as a trade menace or any other 
kind of menace are beings of the 
past. 


One more year of the war and Ger- 


man trade probably would have been 
wholly ruined. As it was, the enemy 
commerce was shattered beyond rec- 
ognition and the come-back will not 
be executed quickly. 
The Germans 


never entered the field of oil exploi- 
tation, but they were supreme in the 
hardwar business. As bankers, steam- 
ship agents and customs brokers they 
held further commercial advantages 
What Germans are doinj business 
here now are 
handling American 


goods. 


There is a strike on in Tampico 


now, a strike of mechanics, employed 
by the oil companies, who are de- 
manding an increase in wages which 
averages about 100 per cent. That 
recalls Germany's old friend, the I. 
W. W., spurned by Germany today be- 
cause the hour of service is past.

Maine last fall had its first open sea- 
son on moose in five years and it is 
the opinion of Willis E. Parsons, 
commissioner of fish and game, that 
another open season will just about 
exterminate all the moose in the 
Maine woods. 


"Moose had so increased in some 


counties," he says in his 
report, 


"where they had not been hunted for 
four years that they had become 
quite tame and appeared often in 
the settlements. But 
they fell an 


easy prey to the hunters who had 
them located months before the sea- 
son opened. 


"One more open season will ex- 


terminate the moose. OUT lakes and 
streams, when depleted can be re- 
stocked but when this monarch of the 
Maine woods disappears, he is gone 
forever." 


Deer hunters, according to his re- 


port, had a big season also. Resi- 
dents of the state took out 84.313 
licenses and non-residents received 
21557 permits. These hunters bagged 
5,748 deer, 4,185 of which were ship- 
ped out of the staet.
